And the said Minute 
containing certain new rules and regulations to be put in 
force respecting the shipment of the same, the present 
Work has been undertaken with a view to afford every 
information required by the Master, Owner, Broker, or other 
Person or Persons connected with the Export Trade of the 
United Kingdom.

And whereas it has long been a desideratum, to Persons

shipping Goods as Stores for the use of the Crew, &c. 
of Vessels outward bound, that they, as well as the Officers of 
Customs, should be enabled to ascertain (without the waste 
of time occupied in calculating) the quantities of such goods 
allowed to be so shipped ; this Work will contain a correct 
and comprehensive Table of each article to which the 
Persons on board are entitled, whether goods for Bounty' or 
Drawback of Customs or Excise, or goods from the Bonded 
or Baggage Warehouses. 

. The Author ventures to hope, that the Instructions, Tables, 
Lists of Articles allowed^ &c. &c. contained in this Work, 
will be found of considerable utility in facilitating business, 
by the prevention of errors in calculations, &c. which so 
frequently retard the final clearance of vessels outwards.
